RHODESIAN SANCTIONS IN SC - 

AT MEETING OF NON- PERMANENT SC MEMBERS DISCUSSION REVOLVED 
AROUND REACTION OF INTERNATIONAL PUBLIC OPINION TO POSSIBLE VETO 
ON RES EXTENDING SANCTIONS, SOME NOISES MADE TO TRY TO AVOID 
PRESSING RES TO VOTE, BUT AFRICANS APPARENTLY INSISTED BOTH 
RESES BE VOTED. AT MEETING US, UK, FRANCE, PRES ( SUDAN) 

AND OTHER AFRICAN SC MEMBERS, PRES SPOKE OF POSSIBILITY OF 
PUTTING BOTH RESES TOGETHER, AND ODERO- JOWI ( KENYA) ASKED 
FOR VIEWS ON BOTH DRAFTS. CROWE ( UK) SAID ONE APPROVING 
REPORT WENT BEYOND SECT. Ill OF REPORT, CERTAIN PARAS 
APPEARED REQUIRE NEW LEGISLATION WHICH UK COULD NOT MANAGE, 
AND HE WOULD ABSTAIN; SECOND RES PROVIDED FOR POSSIBLE 
ECONOMIC WARFARE IN SOUTHERN AFRICA, AND HE SUGGESTED 
RETURNING QUESTION TO SANCTIONS COMITE. SCALI EXPLAINED 
US WOULD ABSTAIN ON FIRST RES FOR REASONS SIMILAR TO THOSE OF 
UK, NOTED SANCTIONS COMITE WORKED FOUR MONTHS ON POINTS 
IN SECOND RES WITHOUT REACHING AGREEMENT, DOUBTED SHORT- TERM 
DISCUSSION WOULD PROVIDE SOLUTION, AND ALSO SUGGESTED 
RETURNING IT TO SANCTIONS COMITE. LECOMPT ( FRANCE) 

WOULD ABSTAIN ON BOTH. ODERO- JOWI THEN SAID IT WAS WASTE 
OF TIME TO REFER IT BACK TO COMITE, EXPRESSED CONCERN OVER 
OPPOSITION TO SECOND RES, AND WHEN HE ASKED IF THERE WERE 
ANY PROPOSALS TO AMELIORATE TEXT, CROWE TOLD HIM TEXT

FOR EXPANSION OF COUNCIL FROM 27 TO 54 MEMBERS, AND HE MADE 
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SPECIAL PTE A TO LA' S TO RATIFY. USUN UNDERSTANDS ADDITIONAL 
COUNTRY RATIFIED AS OF MAY 22. CHINESE HAVE COMPLETED 
RATIFICATION PROCESS, SOVIETS ON POINT OF ANNOUNCING COMPLETION, 
AND BRITISH AND FRENCH INTEND COMPLETE PROCESS THIS SUMMER.

SECURITY COUNCIL - RHODESIAN SANCTIONS 

NINE- POWER RES ( S/10927) ON SANCTIONS COMITE REPORT ADOPTED 
1 2-0-3 ( US, UK, FRANCE) BY SC MAY 22, AND SEVEN- POWER DRAFT 
( S/10928) WHICH CONTAINED MEASURES TO COUNTER SA' S AND 
PORTUGAL' S REFUSAL TO OBSERVE EMBARGO WAS DEFEATED 1 1-2( UK, 
US)-2( FRANCE, AUSTRIA). 

PRIOR TO VOTE, ODERO- JOWI ( KENYA) MADE LONG SPEECH IN WHICH 
HE COMPARED BRITISH HANDLING OF RHODESIA WITH ITS HANDLING 
OF KENYAN AND ANGUILLAN UPRISINGS, STATING UK POLICY WAS 
TO SMASH ANY INDIGENOUS REBELLION BUT HAD HANDS- OFF AND 
DO- NOTHING ATTITUDE TOWARD ANY WHITE OR BRITISH MINORITY 
REBELLION. SANCTIONS COMITE REPORT HARDLY MET SC MANDATE 
BECAUSE US AND UK SUPPORTED THEIR FRIENDS IN SR. SA 
AND PORTUGAL. SPEAKING OF VETO, HE ASKED: TO WHAT EXTENT 
DOES PRIVILEGE SERVE INTERESTS OF PUBLIC OPINION? WAS 
VETO INTENDED TO PERMIT ONE OR TWO MEMBERS TO FRUSTRATE 
SC' S GOALS? HE SAID AFRICANS WERE DISMAYED BY US AND UK 
READINESS AND WILLINGNESS TO OPPOSE AFRICAN STAND AND PUBLIC 
OPINION. HE WOULD HAVE THOUGHT UK WOULD HAVE WELCOMED 
SECOND RES ( S/10928) YET IT NEVER REFERRED TO IT IN ITS 
STATEMENT. IF UK WANTED TO DISAVOW ITS RESPONSIBILITY 
FOR COLONIAL TERRITORY IT SHOULD SAY SO OPENLY. 

DESCRIBING BEIRA PATROL AS LAX, ODERO- IOWI STATED IT WOULD 
APPEAR UK COLLUDED IN VIOLATING SANCTIONS. POSTURE OF CERTAIN 
PERM SC MEMBERS WAS THAT OF SHORT- TERM ECONOMIC GAINS . 

HE CITED PRESENCE OF SR INFO OFFICE IN WASHINGTON AND AIR 
RHODESIA OFFICE IN NY AS BLACK MARKS AGAINST US POLICY. 

VETO, HE SAID, WOULD HAVE EFFECT OF NULLIFYING OR AT LEAST 
FRUSTRATING PREVIOUS SC DECISIONS, AND BE VERY SERIOUS IN 
VIEW PREVIOUS SC DECISION PRESENT SR SITUATION IS THREAT 
TO INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND SECURITY. HE REFERRED TO MAY 22 
NY TIMES EDITORIAL ON OAU ORDER OF PRIORITIES, AND SAID 
NY TIMES SHOULD HAVE TAKEN POSITIVE APPROACH CALLING FOR 
HELP ON DROUGHT SITUATION IN AFRICA, POINTED OUT OAU 
WORKING ON SOLUTION TO TRIBAL PROBLEMS, AND STATED HE WOULD 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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LIKE TO INFORM NY TIMES AFRICAN POSITION TOWARD RHODESIA IS 
MORE THAN OBSESSION - IT IS MATTER OF LIFE AND DEATH. 

FOLLOWING VOTE ON S/10927, JANKOWITSCH ( AUSTRIA) SAID THERE 
WERE SOME PROBLEMS DUE TO LACK OF LEGISLATION AND ENACTING 
NEW LEGISLATION, BUT HE VOTED FOR RES AS HE REGARDED CERTAIN 
PROPOSALS IN IT AS INVITATION TO CONSIDER NECESSARY LEGISLATIVE 
MEASURES. MALIK ( USSR) WOULD HAVE PREFERRED REPORT TO HAVE 
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GONE FURTHER BUT VOTED FOR RES AT REQUEST OF AFRICAN MEMBERS. 

RES S/10928 WAS THEN PUT TO VOTE AND DEFEATED BY VETO. 

LECOMPT ( FRANCE) COULD HAVE VOTED FOR FIRST RES IF IT HAD 
BEEN LIMITED TO AGREED RECOMMENDATIONS. REITERATED POSITION 
STATED IN DEBATE, AND SAID BECAUSE OF RESERVATIONS HE 
ABSTAINED ON BOTH RESES. 

CHUANG YEN ( CHINA) STATED VETO BY TWO MEMBERS OFFERED FOOD 
FOR THOUGHT. NO FLOWERY LANGUAGE COULD COVER UP FACT 
CERTAIN REPS KEPT ON SAYING THEY FAVORED STRENGTHENING 
SANCTIONS BUT WERE UNWILLING EITHER TO STRENGTHEN AND 
EXPAND SANCTIONS OR STOP OWN VIOLATIONS, THEY COULD NOT 
" SHIRK RESPONSIBILITY FOR THEIR CRIMINAL ACTS,' 1 AND PEOPLE 
OF SOUTHERN AFRICA SHOULD " GET UNITED, CAST AWAY ILLUSIONS 
AND REDOUBLE THEIR EFFORTS" TO CARRY ON THEIR STRUGGLE. EVENT 
HERE WOULD SERVE AS USEFUL LESSON TO THEM. 

SEN ( INDIA) DECLARED NEGATIVE VOTES SHOWED THAT THOSE WHO 
SPOKE ABOUT MAKING EXISTING SANCTIONS EFFECTIVE HAD NO 
SUCH DESIRE; WIDEST PUBLICITY SHOULD BE GIVEN SC’ S WORK 
TODAY, SHOWING THERE WAS NO SERIOUS INTENT BY SME TO APPLY 
SANCTIONS. MOJSOV ( YUGOSLAVIA) THOUGHT AGREED RECOMMENDATIONS 
IN REPORT MARKED ADVANCE AND IT WAS HEARTENING SC WENT 
BEYOND THEM AND ADOPTED ADDITIONAL MEASURES. HE CONSIDERED 
SECOND DRAFT " FURTHER LOGICAL STEP" AND FELT COUNCIL SHOULD 
RETURN TO MATTER LATER. 

CROWE ( UK) REGRETTED TWO DRAFTS PRESSED TO VOTE, SAID 
UNANIMOUSLY ADOPTED RES ON AGREED PROPOSALS WOULD HAVE BEEN 
USEFUL, RECALLED HMG 1 S POSITION ON EXTENDING SANCTIONS TO 
PORTUGAL AND SA HAD BEEN MADE CLEAR, AND FIRMLY REJECTED 
CHARGES OF COLLUSION AND BAD FAITH DIRECTED AGAINST 
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NORTH KOREA - 

SECRETARIAT RECEIVED DPRK' S INSTRUMENT OF ACCEPTANCE OF WHO 
MEMBERSHIP MAY 19, USUN LEARNED. UN CONFIRMED THAT AS OF 
MAY 22 NO DPRK REQUEST FOR UN OBSERVER STATUS HAD BEEN 
RECEIVED.
